He asked the City Council
Tuesday night to enact a pol-
icy which will make it neces-
sary to show that the tree Is
an absolute detriment to prop-
erty or is diseased, before or-
dering removal any tree. He
requested that a charge be
made against the property
owner requesting the removal,
con g that one crew of
men I8 spending nearly all
its time taking out trees.
